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4 States and the Mexican Republic. But, while in the 
former case the compact was formal and specific (ele- 
ments which did not save it from being instantly 
broken and annulled) in this latter, there appears to 
be an “understanding ’’ merely on some points, and 
the final plan of operations is as yet inchoate. 

So far as disclosed, the purpose of our Administra- 
tioh has been at the same time to ‘‘ ring out the old’ 
and to “ring in the new’’ Government of Mexico. 
The former object it claims to accomplish by hasten- 
ing the departure of the French troops and conse- 
quently of MAXIMILIAN ; the latter, by rehabilitating 
the fortunes of JuaREz. According to the pro- 
gramme arranged, each of the three countries gives 
certain advantages and receives others in return. 
France agrees to withdraw, at an early date, all her 
troops, so giving up her Imperial schemes, if she had 
not already abandoned them. In compensation, she 
obtains a species of guarantee from the United States 












consort in Europe—a melancholy pair of sovereigns, 
whose heads have worn the crown so uneasily, and 
who take it off, the one crazed, the other disheart- 
ened and ruined. The defections from the’ sinking 
Empire have already begun, and among them is 
General Lozapa’s. Thus, all the auguries point one 
way, the way of woe to the Imperial fortunes. 
Taking it for granted that the main provisions of 
the international compact are as already given, each 
party will doubtless proclaim itself satisfied with its 
share—all except MAXIMILIAN, who has played the 
losing game. NAPOLEON has not badly escaped from 
a luckless enterprise. He ostensibly sent Marshal 
Foray to Mexico to procure from a bad debtor the 
payment of certain bonds held by French citizens, 
private in their nature, but secured through a diplo- 
matic convention. He will now assert, if report be 
true (and this part of the story is the least plausible), 
that he has got a new promise from his doubtful 
promisee, enforced by new resources, and now pledged 
by a responsible party. For, whether a formal agree- 
ment of times and amounts has already been pro- 
posed, or whether the United States has merely signi- 
fied its acceptance of the responsibility which NApo- 
LEON sought to fasten upon it, the effect is substantially 
the same. The Napoleonic assumption would doubt- 
less be that, if, in the enforcement of a just claim, a 
third person interposes between creditor and debtor, 
he must at least take upon himself the latter's 
liabilities; and very well satisfied would he be in con- 
verting Mr. SeEwARD to that opinion. Moreover, as 
a matter of fact, the French invasion has long been 
unprosperous enough. With a people clamoring 
against it at home, with Mexico a hard field to over- 
run, and not paying for the conquering when subdued, 
with the condition of Europe demanding the husbandry 
of troops and resources there, the French expedition 
spent a great deal more than it saved, and a suit in 
chancery to recover such an amount would not have 
been more ruinous. The ‘adherents of the Imperial 
‘* buceaneers,’’ as SHERIDAN rather frankly styles 
them, did, doubtless, at first look for a permanent and 
prosperous. empire, as the reward of theif toils. 
MAXIMILIAN always believed that, in time, the 
Mexicans would become used to his sceptre, 
and respect the “ divinity” that ‘‘doth hedge 
‘a king;’”’ NAPOLEON had less confidence in the 
“‘ divinity,’’ but believed in a hedge-row of bayo- 








AccoRDING to a rumor almost incredible, Prussia, 
having finished her aggrandizement in Germany, is 
turning her greedy eyes toward Denmark with the in- 
tention of “‘ reconstructing,”’ i. e., stealing, that king- 


upon Schleswig-Holstein, she now proposes to com- 
plete the spoliation of the Peninsula. This time her 
comrade is naturally no longer Austria, but, if we may © 
believe the London Globe, it is Sweden. 

No injury, of course, has been laid at Denmark’s 
threshhold to justify this alleged procedure, nor can 
any be well iniagined ; for of late Denmark has been 
far more sinned against than sinning. But, in the 
present state of European diplomacy, no actual, but 
only an ostensible, pretext is needed to justify a great 
war and the obliteration of a majestic dynasty. The 
unhappiness of Denmark is its tempting geographical 
position between Sweden on the north and Prussia on 
the south—and this is surely rather a misfortune than 
acrime. In itself, nothing could be intrinsically more 
improbabie than this story of the proposed “ absorp- 
‘tion’ of Denmark by her neighbors. But after the 
recent experience of that kingdom, this atrocity is not 
among things intpossible. A 

While, however, the attempt might be made, the 
question of success is by no meanscertain. One thing 
is clear, it would provoke a general European war from 
London to Constantinople. The past conduct of 
Prussia justifies the rumor; not so that of Sweden. 
At present, therefore, the story may be accounted 
improbable as regards the former Power, and slander- 
ous as regards the latter.

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Tur Second Comptroller of the Treasury has decided 
that under the law of July 28, 1866, the mother and fathe, 
of the deceased soldier, provided there has been no abandon- 
ment on either side, are jointly entitled to receive payment 
of the bounty, the widow having remarried before the act, 
and there being no minor children. And where the heirs 
of a deceased soldier claimed the bounty provided by the 
actof July, 28, 1866, it is decided that if the soldier died 
before the passage of the act from causes other than wounds 
or disease contracted in service, or if he died after the passage 
of the law, from any cause, the heirs would not be entitled 
to the bounty ; but if he died prior to its passage from 
wounds or disease contracted in the service, the bounty 
descends to the heirs in the order and on the conditions 
named inthe law. This law is precisely parallel to that 
of a soldier to whom a bounty is granted by the law of 
March 3, 1863," for less thag two years’ service, when dis- 
charged for wounds received in battle, etc., provision was 
made for the descent of the bounty of the soldier who died 
without securing it, and it was held to be personal to the 
beneficiary and that it did not descend. Congress sanc- 
tioned this construction, and passed a section (on March 3, 
1865) providing for the descent in a prescribed order of 
heirships, thus, by“implication, asserting that it could not 
deacand without express provision of law.

Tus Commissioner of Indian Affairs has received a letter 
from the Hon. J. F. Cuaves, dated Santa Fé, Oct. 9th. 
The following extract from this communication throws ad- 
ditional light on the Indian troubles in New Mexico and 
Southern Coloraflo: 

We are upon the eve of a relentless war on account of 
the mismanagement of the military. It appears that about 
a month ago the Utes at Maxwell's Ranche were somewhat 
dissatisfied and saucy on account of the killing of one of 
their number by a Mexican shepherd. Maxwett becom- 
ing alarmed for the safety of his family, sent word to Fort 
Union about the staté of affairs, and one or two companies 
of troops were sent to his relief. One of the officers of these 
troops, it appears, was the exciting cause of the difficulty. 
Lieutenant CamPse.t, as I understand, while intoxicated, 
drew his sword on Cah-ne-atche, one of the principal chiefs 
of the Ute tribe, upon which he left, saying that he would 
go where he could live in peace. The original difficulty, 
caused by the killing of the Ute, was all arranged satisfac- 
torily to the Indians interested by Superintendent Norton. 
Some days ago Cah-ne-atche and his band did not ea 
and soon afterward the report of the killing of one of his 
men reached Santa Fé, The Governor ,has gone to Max- 
WELL’ .to try and settle the difficulty. 

The Secretary of the Territory of New Mexico and 
Colonel:Cuaves were to start for the mountains on the 
10th ult., for the purpose of finding the head chief of the 
war party, and using every means to conciliate his band.

Fifth Experiment on the 28th September, 1866.—The gun 
was first examined, when it was found that the lock did not 
permit of the hammer being raised to full cock; however, 
on taking the gun to pieces, it was found that the obstruc- 
tion was caused by the presence of some grains of sand be- 
tween the spring of the lock and the adjoining breech-piece. 
After removing this sand and putting the lock together, it 
was found to be in perfect working order, although still un- 
cleaned. The testing of the breech-closing arrangements 
was then continued as follows : 

(a.) With cartridges holding sixty grains gunpowder each, 
forty shots were fired against a target about 300 paces 
distant, in order to compare the present accuracy in firing 
with the results obtained in the first experiments. No differ- 
ence was found in the resuits of the target shooting. Then 
ten ,shots were fired at a target 600 paces distant and with 
good accuracy ; and 100 shots in two series of fifty shots 
each, against boards (‘Traver’s) to determine the power of 
penetration of the shot. 

(b.) With cartridges containing forty-five grains gunpowder 
euh.—There were fired six series—one of forty-nine shots, 
four of forty-two shots, and one of eighty-four shots; alto- 
gether 301 shots.

WATERVLIET ARSENAL. 

‘Tue Watervileit Arsenal, situated in West Troy, on the 
Hudson River, New York, has been undergoing ez.iensive 
improvements, and is now, as it has been for some time, 
one of the chief establishments of its kind in the United 
States. The following description of the Government 
works, taken from a contemporary, will give some idea of 
the extent of the works at this point, and the amount of 


.orénance stores that can be manufactured there: 


The grounds are one hundred and four acres in extent, 
and are enclosed by a huge stone wall constructed in 1812. 
Until 1840 the arsenal was limited in both extent and use- 
fulness. In 1863 the War Department degided to materially 
enlarge it, and the work upon the enlargement, having been 
immediately commenced, is now all but completed. en 
finished there will be a frontage on Broadway of four*hun- 
dred and sixty feet, the whole length of the new shop build- 
ings being some seventeen hundred and eighty feet, each fifty ' 
feet in width, with a line flooring of three thousand seven 
hundred and thirty-seven feet, or one hundred ror Be 
thousand eight hundred and fifty square feet. Two d 
seven hundred and ten lineal feet of this flooring will sus- 
tain machinery, and one thousand and twenty-six feet be de- 
voted to storage. The structures are entirely fire-proof, the 
materials used in the construction only looking to this fact. 
The machinery will be run by two hundred forty horse 
power, and the works will be capable of employing thirty- 
five hundred men, The outlays = these shops will sum 
up two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, the i 
and new engine house costing about seventy-five thousand 
dollars additional. A portion of the old buildings isto be 
soon removed to make way for further new improvements, 
including an extensive garden and grounds, new octa- 
gonal guard house is already completed. The property is 
estimated at four millions of value; while that in the hands 
of the military storekeeper: is estimated from fifteen to 
eighteen millions. There are said to bein storage now five 
million pounds of saltpeter and twelve million pounds of 
lead. Iam also informed that during the late war six 
bullet machines were run night and day, éath one turning 
out sixty bullets a minute. ‘The number of rounde of am- 
munition made daily during the war was quite half a mil- 
lion, and the magazines have contained at one time two 
hundred and fifty tons of powder. There are said to be now 
two hundred and eighty thousand muskets, six thousand 
carbines,. and fifteen thousand Colt’s revolvers stored at 
this post.

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FOREIGN NAVAL AND MILITARY AFFAIRS. 

For? Widley, one of the six works which have been 
planned and partly executed for the defence of Portsmouth, 
England, is described as standing 432 feet above high-water 
mark, and high water leaves its mark along the south base 
of the hill on which the forts are built. In a straight line 
drawn through the base of Widley over the fosse at either 
end the distance is 1,600 feet, and the depth of the work 
from the base line to the counterscarp of the fosse in front 
is 630 feet. This is surrounded on all sides, except the 
base line, by a fosse cut down in the chalk to the depth of 
43 feet, and with a width of 50 feet. The teneplein is 
supported and covered by an ithmense chalk and earthern 
rampart, pierced with embrasures for 31 guns, with unlim- 
ited room for training, and strength to carry guns of any 
calibre. The gorge is closed by massive three-storied bar- 
racks in brick, with accommodations for 200 artillerymen 
and their officers; and is pierced with port-holes for how- 
itzers as well as rifle fire. The main magazine is 40 feet 
under the parade ground, and is reached by a tnnnel lead- 
ing with gentle inclination from the barracks. It is formed 
of a huge brick vault, with double walls for ventilation

other tunnels, each of which ,leads to a caponniere in the 
angles of the work and ,in the fosse. Each caponnierc has 
embrasures for eight guns, and rifle galleries above for 
sweeping the’ fosse and scarp of the fort with howitzer and 
rifle fire.

Tux military concessions demanded of Saxony by the 
Berlin Cabinet are: 1. The Saxon army to be organized 
and placed on the same footing as the Prussian army; 2.

These 
demands do not suit King Joun, and he is trying to have 
them recalled in part. 


Tax Austrian regiments of the line are hereafter to wear 
red pantaloons instead of blue, because the indigo necessary 
to dye the blue color costs 4,000,000 florins a year, while 
the madder from ‘which the red dye is made is produced 
within the empire, and costs much less. Instead of being 
sub-divided into ten corps, the Austrian army will now 
consist of eighteen divisions, each under the command of 
a lieutenant-general and « major-general. 

Apmmrat Trcernorr seems to have almost as bad 
luck as Admiral Persano. He has been placed on the 
unattached list at his own request, because he is unwilling 
to serve under Archduke Leorotp, whom he dislikes, 
and who is inspector-general of the fleet, as well as com- 
mander of a corps d'armée. The popular feeling is ontirely 
with Trautnorr. 

Aw editorial in the London Times says that the in- 
dictment against Admiral Persano is of a nature to ter- 
minate in a capital sentence in the event of his being found 
guilty of having caused the calamity at Lissa, by wilful 
neglect of duty, and non-compliance of orders received from 
his superior officer, the Minister of Marine; or simply in 
the loss of his grade if he only failed through gross igno- 
rance or involuntary error of judgment. There is every 
reason to apprehend that the result of the trial will not be 
more satisfactory to the Italian people than the disaster 
which occasioned it. Psrsano will, undoubtedly, have a 
fair trial, and the court will sit with open doors. Still, the 
popular feeling runs high against him. His name is asso- 
ciated throughout Italy with that of our ill-fated Byrne ; 
yet if Italy is wise she will not treat Persano as we treated 
Byrne. The enmity of many of the Navy against 
him rose to the highest pitch when he was trusted with the 
portfolio of the Minister of Marine in 1862. The disposal of 
public patronage to sailors by a sailor, could not but be 
invidious, and Persano, who showed neither zeal nor ex- 
traordinary ability in his administration, filled the measure 
of public discontent, by signing with his own hand, as the 
last act in the discharge of his office, the royal decree, by 
which he conferred upon himself the rank of Admiral, a 
rank which, like that of Marshal, did not properly exist 
in the navy, but was reserved for the King or some of the 
Princes of the blood. For this flagrant breech of delicacy 
—unexampled, it must be confessed, among Italian states- 
men since the inauguration of constitutional times— 
Prrsano was taken rather severely to task in Parliament, 
when a motion was made to expunge from the budget the 
pay attached to the new dignity, The motion was rejected 
by a feeble majority; but it gave opportunity for his de- 
tractors to bring forward among the public all the former 
charges, by which not only were his abilities called in 
question, butj even -his personal courage, and his brave 

-deeds at Ancona, in 1860, were said to stand on no other

PRESENTATION OF MEDALS TO THE VETERANS 
- OF BROOKLYN. 


Ow Thursday of last week the city of Brooklyn presented 
a bronze medal to such of her citizens as had served during 
the Rebellion and been honorably discharged. Major- 
General H. B. ea, commanding the Second Division, 
in honor of the occasion ordered a parade of the Fifth and 
Eleventh brigades of his division, to act as a guard of 
honor to the veterans, and also to furnish an escort to the 
Governor, who honored the occasion with his presence. It 
seems as if it were impossibie for a Major-General of the 
National Guard to appear in public without making some 

i , a8 we are com to pronounce the military 
portion of the parade snooetiney badly managed. The 
original intention was that the Governor should be received 
by the division, and that he should review the troops before 
ing his position at the head of the division. As it was, 
however, the Governor was received by Major-General 
Duryea and staff, the cavalry detailed for escort duty being 
the only portion of the division which participated in the 
reception, the Fifth and Eleventh brigades being formed 
on side streets. The original plan for distributing the 
medals was that it should take place at Prospect Park, but 
this was abandoned for a street parade. 

The veterans were formed in companies in citizen clothes, 
and turned out some three thousand strong, under the 
command of Brevet Brigadier-General Roberts. They 
were preceded by the Fifth brigade, Brigadier-General P. 
8. Crooke commanding, the Eleventh brigade, Brigadier- 
General Jesse C. Smith, following them. The veteran 
privates wore a blue ribbon on the left lappet of their coats, 
with the word “ veteran” upon it. The officers wore a 
similar badge of red ribbon. The day was a bleak one, 
which may, perhaps, account for the lack of enthusiasm 
along the route, as, although there was a large display of 
flags and bunting, there was but little cheering: The vet- 
erans looked’ well, and their soldierly carriage told of the 
many miles they had marched in support of the flag and 
while following the drum. The Second division also may 
be justly proud of its appearance on this occasion, as the 
various regiments never appeared to a better advahtage, the 
men, doubtless, catching a more military spirit than usual 
from the tattered flags which were here and there borne 
in the ranks. The ‘Thirteenth regiment, which led the 
Fifth brigade, turned out in full numbers, and the com- 
panies were well closed up, bearing testimony to the good 
condition in which Colonel Woodward turned them over 
to the present Colonel, Brevet Major-General Jourdan. The 
Twenty-eighth was commanded by the Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and made a good appearance, although both officers and 
men need drilling. Major Sprague’s battalion of heavy 
artillery paraded with muskets, and looked well. Al- 
though we have previously had occasion to criticise the 
Fourteenth, we think they carried off the honors of the day 
on this occasion. Colonel Fowler was in command, who 
is a veteran, and almost every man of the regiment who 
carried a musket or sword wore the veteran badge. The 
officers and men held their heads up, and bore themselves 
with that free, soldierly carriage which is the result of the 
campaign. We congratulate the regiment on its appear- 
ance, and hope never to see it looking worse than on the 
25th ult. The Twenty-third regiment of General Smith's 
Eleventh brigade was commandéd by Colonel Calvin E.

OUR SALARY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sm:—Much has been said of late, and possibly quite as 
mach written, on that interesting subject of military dis- 
eussion, the pay of officers under the new bill for the re- 
— of the Regular Army. 

‘9 those persons who are disinterested in this matter, 
and who have not given the subject the careful and serious 
consideratioh that it claims from the Army officers, the 

effusions which emanate from the pen of the old 
and the young campaigner in the zealous advocacy of a 
just cause, May seem but the outburst of avarice, or a cry 
from those Army vultures, whose prevailing characteristic 
js covetousness, and whose insatiable greediness and un- 
conquerable desire for gain is so immeasurably great that 
the startling income of a modern army contractog would 
jeave them as miserable as the paltry salary of « second- 
class “ grave-digger,” or the beggarly pittance of a ragged 
“poot-black.” ‘Such a supposition, which may be likely 
to arise in the mind of the casual observer, would not only 
be erroneous but ujust; for, from personal observation, 
as well as from authentic and well-informed sources, I am 
made cognizant of the fact, that every officer in the United 
States Army, from the highest to the lowest, moved, not 
by motives of avarice, but on just and equitable grounds, 
asks that the pay of Army officers, especially those below 
the rank of “ general officers,’ be madeequal to the salary 
received by officers of the Regular Army prior to the war. 
Looking at the figures, without due consideration of the 
facts, persons might attempt to refute our arguments by 
the allegation that they showed the amount to be equal to 
that received by officers previous to the Rebellion, forgetting 
that while times have very much changed since the days 
when thé emoluments of office were received in gold, fig- 
wes are the same asin the days of Archimedes. 150:in 
figures is just the same now as when Czesar crossed the 
Rubicon, just as much in the “Land of pyramids and 
mummies” as in the “Land of bass-wood hams and 
wooden nutmegs ;” but 150 in the green doilars of the 

currency of to-day does not equal 150 in the golden 
iolars of six yearsago. With gold fluctuating between 
146 and 150, the pay is one-third Jess than it was prior to 
thewar. If we take into consideration the fabulous prices 
demanded for subsistence and wearing apparel, and com- 
page with them the moderate prices of six years ago, the 
salary of a commissioned officer of the United States Army, 
under the new bill, is not more than one-half the amount re- 
ceived by the officers of the old “‘ Army of Peace.” 

Ifthe reduction in pay, by decreasing the price of a 
ration from fifty to thirty cents, is intended as a reward for 
the hard service performed by the Army against ¢raitors 
aap» period of more than four years, then we should 
consider ourselves not only the subjects of a curious and 

kingly original species of remuneration, but the un- 
enviable recipients of a distinguished honor (?). I am in- 
lined to the opinion, however, that Congress did not 
design that the officers of the Army should be so remuner- 
ated, or be made the objects of such doubtful hopors, in re- 
tun for their deeds in arms, and their struggle for the 
talety and preservation of the Republic.

OBITUARY. 
LIEUTENANT W.- P, DIXON, SIXTH U. 8. CAVALRY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir:—Among those who so unfortunately perished in 
the ill-fated Evening Star, was Lieutenant William Preston 
Dixon, of the Sixth regiment of cavalry. As his name 
indicates, he was a descendant of one of the best families 
in the West, no names being better known in Indiana.and 
Illinois than those of Dixon and Preston. 

A graduate of the Military Academy, of the class of 
1866, Lieutenant Dixon had already developed the attri- 
butes of a true soldier, Possessed of a high sense of per- 
sonal honor, of more than average talent and ability, but, 
above all, having an earnest desire to fulfil the duties which 
his oath of office imposed upon him, there was no position 
so exalted—no future so bright, that it might not have 
been with justice prophesied for him. 

Rather above the medium height, and of exquisitely 
symmetrical figure, his face, in fact his whole person, was 
such as would make a favorable impressionjupon a stranger, 
while among those who knew him well he was exceedingly 
popular. Indeed, during four years of academic life I 
nevet heard any one express any but the kindest feelings 
toward him; and now that he has gone, many a manly 
heart will throb the quicker, and many an eye will moisten 
as his classmates recall the genial smile and ready wit of 
poor “ Di.” 

From the scanty intelligence which has been received 
concerning the disaster, it appears that Lieutenant Dixon 
was one of the few to escape from the ship before she sank, 
but worn out by his daring efforts to aid his fellow passen- 
gers, and exhausted by exposure, he died on the afternoon 
of Friday, the 5th instant, less than twelve hours before 
his fellow sufferers were rescued. 

Those who knew him feel that in losing him, his rela- 
tives and friends have sustained an irreparable loss, and 
who shall doubt that his country bas sustained one equall 
great ?

U. 8. STEAMER SACRAMENTO. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir :—The papers inform us that the U. S. screw sloop 
Sacramento, which lately sailed from Boston, was compelled 
to put back to that port when but three days out, on ac- 
count of an aceident .o one of her main slide valves. 

The Sacramento is fitted with a pair of the Juniata, Ossi- 
pee, etc., class of engines, designed by the Chief of Steam 
Bureau. The extraordinary difficulties which were ex- 
perienced before these engines could be made to operate 
with but an insecure degree of certainty is pretty generally 
known throughout theservice. One of the greatest difficulties 
was with the main slide valves, which were constructed so 
totally out of proportion, and in such direct opposition to 
successful practice, as to be especially condemned by the 
Board of experienced Engineers convened by order of the 
Secretary of the Navy, in 1863, to investigate them. 

The defects with these valves being radical, the expe- 
dients adopted to make them go by no means neutralize 
their liability to instantaneous breakage. You need not, 
theryfore, te surprised to hear of fractures in that portion 
of these notorious machines. It will be quite interesting 
to know if a Board of Naval Engineers have been directed 
to investigate this matter. 

You cannot fail to remember what a neatly turned para- 
graph was inserted in the condemnatory report on the 
Chattanooga’s engines, on the fracture caused by jamming 
one of her valves, and ther attempting to move it. C.

ARMY PAY AND ARMY BANDS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir:—Why is it that so little is being done by Army 
officers to urge upon the incoming Congress the necessity 
of increase of pay ? Is it that all the officers of the Army 
have livings independent of their salary, or. have they 
given up all hope of ever having their pay increased, so 
sf appeals having bven made to Congress without 
av 

Certainly, unless we ask for increase of pay we will get 
none, and there is not an officer in the Army but will testify 
that it is next to an impossibility to live like an officer and 
a gentleman on his pay, and the present exorbitant prices 
asked and obtained for even the necessaries of life still on 
the increase instead of diminishing. ‘The pay of a second 
lieutenant, as now prescribed by law, amounts to $110 80 
for a thirty-one days month, tax off. That of a first lieu- 
tenant is but $5 a month better, and of a captain (not 
commanding his company) but $10 more than a first 
lieutenant. On this we must live, clothe ourselves, and 
appear like gentlemen. When uniform suits cost $100, 
overcoats from $125 to $150, boots $17, undtr- 
clothes at the same high rates, whatis left to pay board bills 
and mess bills, and where and how are we to obtain a 
cigar if we desire to smoke after our scanty meals? Con- 

ess, during the last session, increased their own pay. We 

o not complain of this, it was only just and right, but we 
do ask that they will recognize our claims and do likewise 
by us. 

" Cpnniintaig the subject of Army bands, we can but con- 
sider it small economy to deprive the regiments of their 
bands. ‘There is not an officer or soldier in the Army but 
feels that to deprive him ofhis regimental band is to deprive 
him of his greatest friend. What soldier is there who 
does not take the greatest pains with his musket, put an ex- 
tra polish to his plates and bootees, knowing he will march 
to “ dress parade”’ to the sound of music? Who that has 
lived in garrison favored with a band, but has noticed the 
soldiers congregate around the “‘ band-stand”’ in the even- 
ing to listen to the music, and felt, from the enjoyment he 
himself experienced, how much they appreciated their re- 
gimental band ? ’ 

What soldier in the field has not felt his heart lightened 
and the blood quicken in his veins as the sound of the “‘ Star 
Spangled Banner” from some neighboring band struck 
upon his ear and seemed to bid defiance to the enemy? 

Certainly it adds to the pleasures of the soldiers, it gives 
them amusement and enjoyment, when o ise they 
might look to the card-table or whiskey-bottle for 
excitement, and it gives an esprit de corps and a life to the 
command that is never felt without it. It costs the Gov- 
ernment but little more, only the additional expense of 
paying, subsisting, and clothing the few additional number - 
of men required. The instruments are purchased by the 
officers of the regiment, or by the regimental fund. Gov- 
ernment has nothing to do with these, and certainly it can 
afford to pay a few more men for bands, knowing they en- 
courage enlistments, give life and zeal to the soldier, keep 
him in many cases out of mischief, and consequently pun- 
ishment, and add to the few pleasures an American soldier 
enjoys. 

‘By all means, then, Mr. Editor, let the Army officers 
unite ina petition to Congress to increase our pay, and 
give us back our regimental bands.

ANCIENT NAUTICAL TERMS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 
Sir :—Dr. Adams, in his Roman Antiquities, giving an 
account of the naval affairs of the Romans, says: Their line- 


| of-battle ships were called naves longe : merchant vessels, 


oneraria ; light built ships for expedition, actuarie ; the 
most remarkable of which was the celebrated naves liburne. 
The name painted on the prow of each ship was called its 
parasemon or insignis. The commander's ship was distin- 
guished by either a red flag or a light, a custom which has 
come down to our own times. In some vessels a rudder 
was placed at each extremity, so that “ Fox's double- 
enders,” it would seem, are as old asthe Romans. The 
sails were usually white, as being esteemed fortunate. The 
ils were called suppara velorum ; the ballast, saburra ; 

the rigging of aship, armamenta ; the gangways, fori ; the 
lead for sounding, dolis, or cataperates ;, the yards, antenna, 
or brachia. Captains had the titles of navanches trierchi, or 
istri navium, These names may afford a hint better 
than that of vice-commodore and rear-commodore, which 
has been proposed for our brevet captains. The marines 

were called classiarii, or epibate.

AMERICA, RUSSIA, AND CAPTAIN FOX. 


OME European press-writers are still busy at ex- 
pounding the meaning of Captain Fox’s cruise 
in the Miantonomoh. The excursion, in the view of 
these critics, seems to have lost none of the political 
significance which first attached to it, and although 
the Assistant Secretary has long since escaped the 
bewildering hospitalities of kindly St. Petersburg, yet 
manifold are the rumors of a diplomatic alliance to be 
contracted between the United Statés and the Empire 
of the Czar. Precisely what sort of a compact is to 
be struck, whether a polite and barren entente cordiale, 
or a coalition offensive and defensive, the quidnuncs 
are not agreed. Indeed, there is some difficulty in 
specifying details, just as there would be in arranging 
a treaty between the earth and the moon, for example. 
But many shrewd guesses have been made as to the 
good offices which Russia and America could pussibly 
exchange ; guesses terrestrially ranging from the 
Russian pdssessions on the sea of Kamtchatka to the 
desired American possession of a coaling-port in the 
Mediterranean. 

Captain Fox’s voyage to Europe had nothing of 
the diplomatic purpose which has been so often 
attributed to it, and, indeed, it had intrinsically no 
political significance whatever. Thefe was, at the 
time of his departure, nothing in the international 
relations between the two countries which required 
the sending of a special envoy from America to Rus- 
sia. Even if there had been, the manner of conduct- 
ing the embassy would have been quite different from 
what we have seen, and Captain Fox would not have 
been the negotiator. The latter officer, though an 
intimate friend of Mr. S—ewarp, is nowise concerned 
with the Department of State, his duties lying in 
quite another direction. He has lately made speeches, 
and very good ones, too, in various countries, which 
speeches had something of an international tone ; 
but they were the opinions of Mr. Fox as a promi- 
nent citizen of the Republic, and inspired by no affla- 
tus from the Government at Washington. , 

To the various other suppositions started in this 
country, with various degrees of shrewdness and 
humor, upon the aim of Captain Fox’s visit, it is not 
needful to allude. On this -side of the water there 
have been conjectures of business projects ip contracts 
for iron-clads; other conjectures less business-like 
and more personal ; still others of the importance of 
exhibiting to ‘‘ the effete Old World”’ a specimen of 
the naval of the New. This last supposition 
was the one on which people fixed in England 
and France, when Captain Fox visited those countries ; 
and very much obliged they were for the hint the 
Miantonomoh so kindly gave them with regard to 
naval construction. But when the vessel reached 
Russia and Sweden, .no such purpose suggested itself, 
because they both had Monitors, and American Moni- 
tors, too, quite as good as ours, as well-made, as sca- 
worthy, as formidable. Hence, Russia could very 
well seek another solution, the pleasant one of a voy- 
age of amity and diplomatic courtesy. And whereas 
there was nothing heard previously of “‘ the Russo- 
“* American alliance,” from the moment of touching 
St. Petersburg that rumor spread through Europe, 


and Captain Fox’s party was styled the ‘‘ American 
“embassy.” Plausibility was added to this diplo- 
matic plot by the fact that Captain Fox was the 
bearer of the Resolutions of Congress congratulating 
the Czar on his escape from the assassin, which 
resolutions were presented with great ceremony, But, 
in truth, the transatlantic trip’ was planned before 
the resolutions were made, and these latter were sent 
by the Miantonomoh for convenience. That no extra- 
ordinary honor was intended by the method of convey- 
ing the resolutions, might have been inferred from the 
fact that Captain Fox made so long and so public a 
stay in England. Had his main purpose been to 
present these resolutions, he would doubtless have 
coaled at Southampton as quickly as possible, and 
reached his destination with all dispatch. 

While, however, the tour of the Miantonomoh 
should be divested of all the political meaning it is 
sought to fasten upon it, the manner in which Cap- 
tain Fox and his brother officers were received at the 
Russian capital is significant. Unusual honors were 
lavished upon them, they were loaded with costly 
presents, and the magnificence of their entertainment 
was like that attending the visit of princes to princes. 
Should NAPoteon and his court make a like journey 
thither, their progress would hardly be more 
triumphal. Something of this sumptuous hospitality 
is doubtless due to the fact that Russian naval offi- 
cers have on several occasions, and on one special oc- 
casion in New York, been treated with an unexpected 
generosity and attention in America, and the visit of 
Captain Fox gave opportunity for acknowledgment 
and return. But over and above this was the mani- 
fest desire to exhibit to all eyes the proof of the 
friendly and fraternal spirit which unquestionably 
exists between the great Empire of the East and the 
great Republic of the West. It was this eager effort, 
more than any message wherewith Captain Fox 
was charged, that gave rise to the trepidation 
among rival powers, and to baseless stories of treaties 
of alliance. 


It would be easy to show both real and plausible 
reasons for the continuance of amicable relations be- 
tween America and Russia. The one is the growing 
power of the Eastern Hemisphere, the other of the 
Western ; both are young aspirants among the sister-. 
hood of nations ; the spirit of interior reform in each 
nation is the same, and, as in the abolition of serfdom, 
accords with that of the age. As a large minority of 
American citizens sympathized with Russia in her 
Crimean war, in spite of her false and unjust position, 
so Russia almost entire was with the cause of the 
Union in our late war. Nevertheless, the relations of 
America and Russia must for some years, apparently, 
be rather negative than positive, rather sympathetic 
than practical. This assertion does not at all diminish 
the intensity of the friendly feeling. On the other 
hand, the very source of that feeling, and the prospect 
of its continuance, are to be found in the diverse 
roads which are appointed to the destiny of each 
nation. Oceans and continents separate them geo- 
graphically, and the very certainty that at present 
neither will be brought into conflict with the other, 
makes it sure that their concord will last. It is true 
that by means of complicated alliances, and a general 
world-wide war, America, contending with one of the 
European powers which has interests opposite to her 
own, might find Russia ranged either under her own 
or the opposing banners. But that is a calculation 
too nice and too remote to disturb the popular senti- 
ment between the two countries. And it may be con- 
fidently asserted that no two first-class Powers on the 
earth have paths which run so clear of each other as 
Russia and America. 


Instead, therefore, of looking for close diplomatic 
schemes and intrigues between these Powers, the ten- 
dency, if we rightly see it, is the other way. To 
Russia seems assigned the chief réle ‘in the destiny of 
the Eastern Hemisphere, to the United States the 
chief in that of the Western Hemisphere. This fact 
itself, with an ocean on either flank interposed, assures 
each of the friendly relations of the other. England 
has great possessions and interests in the New World, 
so has France, so has Spain. These Powers, accord- 
ingly, America jealously watches, nor can she be quite 
impartial in her judgment of either. But Russia has 
trifling possessions in America, and none conflicting 
with our own; while the United States have no de- 
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TROUBLE IN THE EAST. 


Russia means mischief in the Hast; by what agg. 
cies, or in what manner, or how soon, are qua. 
tions which puzzle the most astute statesmen, aqj 
drive journalists to despair. At first glance, the tim, 
seems opportune for the settlement of a problep 
which, ever since the Turkish hordes, four centurig 
ago, burst into Constantinople and put an end to th 
Christian Empire in the East, has been a source of 
trouble to Europe. The rude, incongruous Enmipin 
which has successfully resisted the attacks of th 
most powerful foreign nations, and survived the mog 
formidable domestic revolts, seems at last to be ap 
proaching its dissolution. Besidesthe insurrectiog 
in Candia and on the mainland, provoked by Turkish 
oppression, the powerful element of antagonistic r. 
ligions, and the equally powerful sentiment of nation. 
ality, are both active agents of peril to the Moham 
medan tyrants. Menaced from within and from with. 
out, the Sultan looks to the protecting Powers of 
Western Europe for assistance, only to find that they 
have grown tired of the never-ending task of support 
ing him in the face of Providence and ‘“‘ manifest 
‘destiny.’ Frém a common sentiment of jealousy, 
these Powers have upheld him, when long ago they 
should have abandéned him to his fate. Not that 
England, or France, or Austria cared for the Turks, 
nor that either Power, with the possible exception of 
the last named, coveted the possession of Constanti- 
nople, have they thus long guaranteed the existence 
of the Ottoman Empire, but because they all wanted 
to keep Russia from the Dardanelles and the Mediter- 
ranean. And this is still the grand object of ther 
Eastern policy. 
Mohammedan or Christian supremacy in Turkey, or 
if the Greek Government were only strong enough to 
revive the old Christian Empire, the Westem 
nations, probably, would not hesitate a day about 
settlement. They have never objected to the sdlf- 
government of Servia, which is nominally subject to 
Turkish rule, nor to the advances made by Moldavia 
and Wallachia toward political independence. But 
the extension of Russian power and influence in this 
quarter excites immediate opposition. England ap- 
prehends interference with her right of way to India, 
and France cannot abide the near presence of a mili- 
tary and naval aspirant for supremacy. 


But what are the indications that lead Westem 
Europe to suspect Russia of hostile designs against 
the territcry of the Sultan? First, there is the tre 
ditional policy, handed down from Perer the Great, 
to which every succeeding Czar has tenaciously clung, 
the policy that looks to a foothold in the Mediterra- 
nean as the destiny of Russia. And as no Russian 
statesman would let slip an opportunity to carry out 
that policy, it is a fair inference that he would make 
the opportunity if he saw the chance to doso. Cor 
rectly or not, every disturbance in the Turkish Empire 
is, therefore, popularly attributed to Russian in 
fluence. In every Turkish province there is supposed 
to be a Russian agent, employed in fomenting dis 
content, and using every art to create a pretext for 
Russian interference. It cannot be denied that these 
agents, if such really exist, have a promising field to 
work in. The Roumanian$, the Servians and the 
Greeks are not only impatient of Turkish misrule and 
oppression, but mutually jealous of each other, and 
all are in that discontented and unsettled state which 
precedes revolution and leads to it. These are ele 
ments which skilful agents could use to great, adval- 
tage, and it is deemed improbable that Russia would 
omit to seize upon such means for the furtherance of 
her designs. 


Another séurce of apprehension is the,rumored and 
not improbable alliance between Russia and,the new 
German Power of which Prussia has become th 
head. As we have shown, in a former article, the 
territorial ambition of the Czar does not clash with 
that of BisMaARK ; on the contrary, each may 
made to‘assist the other. While Russia looks with 
covetous eyes upon the ancient seat of Empire on the 
Bosphorus, Prussia looks to the incorporation of 4! 
Germany into one vast and compact Empire; 
projects require the complete disintegration of Auw® 
tria, as a Power standing equally opposed to Prussial 
and to Russian designs. Hence the recent mark 
rapprochement of the two Powers, and the menacig 








signs upon the countries across the seas. 
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attitude assumed by Russia toward Austria. Coust 
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puuarx has plainly intimated his disbelief in the 
continuance of peace, and has openly accused Austria 
of want of cordiality in carrying out the provisions of 
fie recent treaty of peace; and no one who has 
watched the course of events in Enrope sinee the 
Crimean war can doubt that, im case of a renewal of 
hostilities between Austria and Prussia, the great 
Northern Power would throw its weight into the scale 
of the latter. Having no love for either, Russia finds 
that, while Prussia stands in a position to aid her in 
the execution of her designs, Austria is continually 
getting in her way. She has lately given great offence 
by her treatment of a subject race. Driven from her 
position in Germany, forsaken by Bavaria and her 
other natural allies, she now attempts to conciliate 

yarious nationalities comprised within her terri- 
tory. With this view, the Emperor has appointed 
Count GoLUCHOWSKI to be Governor-General of Ga- 
jicia, the Austrian portion of Poland. Hitherto a 
sense of robber honor has prevented either one of the 
Powers that shared in the division of that kingdom 
from introducing reforms or ameliorations that might 
create discontent among the inhabitants of the less 
favored districts. By the appointment of Count 
GoLUCHOWSKI, who is popular among the Poles, 
Austria has violated this rule, and given her subjects 
reason to look for better treatment in the future. 
Besides creating discontent in Russian Poland, this 
change of policy interferes materially with a scheme 
of annexation which the Russians hoped to carry out 
with the aid of the Ruthenians in Galicia, with whom 


‘ they are allied by affinities of religion and race. 


If, then, Russia finds that the ‘‘ disintegration ’’ of 
Austria is necessary to the success of her designs 
upon the Ottoman Empire, she will not be restrained 
by motives of friendship from proceeding to hostili- 
ties against the House of Hapsburg. She has not 
only a material interest in the downfall of Austria, 
but she has, what often constitutes a more powerful 
motive than material interest, a grudge to gratify. 
Till within a short time preceding the Crimean war, 
Austria and Russia were on excellent terms with each 
other. Each had done the other various turns of 
good service, such, for instance, as the suppression 
of the Polish revolutionary government at Cracow, in 
1846, by Austrian troops, followed by the annexation 
of that free city and its bit of territory to the Austriati 
Empire; as the assistance afforded by Russian troops, 
three years later, in the suppression of the formidable 
Hungarian revolution which threatened the very exist- 
ence of Austria. But this latter service was rendered 
with such an offensive air of patronage, that the 
Austrian Emperor, when the safety of his throne was 
once secured, fancied he would better have lost it than 
receive it as a gift from his Imperial neighbor. 
From that time a slight coolness was observable be- 
tween the two despotisms; and when, a few years 
later, the Crimean war came, the estrangement 
beeame complete. When, stunned and reeling 
under successive defeats, Russia applied to Austria for 
asistance, she not only received an ungrateful rebuff, 
but had the mortification to see her ancient ally taking 
measures to give her enemies active assistance in the 
feld. But Russia had not long to wait for revenge. 
She lent the weight of her influence to Italy, at the 
Peace Congress which met at Paris in 1856; and 
when, ten years later, Austria became involved in war 
vith Prussia and Italy, Russia maintained the most 
frigid neutrality. She permitted a Prussian prince, 
elected in direct violation of solemn treaties, to ascend 
the throne of the Principalities, if she did not secretly 
thet the intrigue by which the scheme was ac. 
‘plished, and at length formally acknowledged the 
kgility of the election. This open act of diplomatic 

ity completed the estrangement of the two 

OWers, 

But will not Russia rest satisfied with the humilia- 
ton of Austria? Will she insist upon the “ disinte- 

gration” of her ancient ally, but present enemy ? 
As heretofore, she will probably shape her policy 
“cording to circumstances. If a favorable opportu-

the Volga, having a great aversion to the service, 
will hardly be of a kind on whom to place reliance in 
the event of a foreign war. Add to this the fact that 
Russian finances are in a wretched state, and it would 
seem that the apprehensions entertained in Europe of 
the hostile intentions of ALEXANDER II. must be 
somewhat exaggerated. Such apprehensions, we 
think, would. not be entertained at all, but for the 
rumored alliance with Prussia. No statesman can say 
what Count Bismark dare not do. His audacity in 
the late war, his relentless policy toward Austria and 
her German allies, afford little hope of a more mod- 
erate policy in the future. ALEXANDER and BISMARK 
could form an alliance before which Austria, single- 
handed, would go down almost without a blow: and 
Turkey would be disposed of with equal facility, 
unless again protected by France, England and Italy. 
But the popular sentiment of England seems now to 
be against further interference to save the Ottoman 
Empire. France would scarcely intervene without 
England, and Italy could not if she would. Still, 
taking into accounf the disordered condition of Russia, 
and the unsettled state of Germany, we question 
whether BisMARK or ALEXANDER will voluntarily 
break the peace of Europe for the present. 








THE new United States frigate Franklin is the 
largest and finest wooden war vessel now afloat. Both 
the workmanship and materials of the hull are superb, 
and her model is faultless. Her battery will be by 
far the most powerful carried by a non-armored vessel. 
In a word, if her.steam machinery had been made so 
as to perform efficiently, the Franklin would have 
been a vessel which we could send to the Mediter- 
ranean and point to with pride as a specimen of 
American naval architecture. But we fear we shall 
be compelled to reserve our National pride for other 
objects. The late dock trial of her engines indicates 
that the Franklin’s steam machinery will perform 
even worse than that of the Pensacola—of which, 
indeed, it is simply an exaggerated copy. 

The Franklin’s steam machinery consists of two 
direct ‘‘ back-action”’ engines with cylinders sixty- 
eight inches in diameter by forty-two inches length of 
stroke, and four of MARTIN’s patent boilers, to which 
are attached two improved superheaters, designed by 
the Bureau ; this invention we have already alluded 
to in connection with the Pensacola, The grate sur- 
face is upward of five hundred and eighty-three 
square feet. The total weight of the machinery, ex- 
cluding the propeller and fixtures, is about four hun- 
dred and twenty-five tons, and the space occupied in 
the vessel is much more than is usual with screw en- 
gines of similar capacity. 

The length of the principal journals of the engines 
is from fifty to sixty per cent. more than the best 
American and English practice—in fact it is carried 
to such an extreme that it is next to impossible to 
adjust this great length so that it will bear uniformly, 
if, indeed, the journals can be made to even touch all 
over. And when to this is added the fact, that it is 
quite difficult to properly lubricate such an inordinate 
and unnecessary surface of brass, the reason why 
screw engines with journals so proportioned heat ex- 
cessively, even when running at moderate speed, is 
apparent. 

We are not, therefore, surprised to learn that on 
the late seventy-two hours’ dock race the journals and 
slides of the Franklin heated to such an extent at 
the very low rate of twenty revolutions that the 
speed had to be still further reduced to from fifteen 
to eighteen per minute, and so continued for the bal- 
ance of the trial. The surface condenser is constructed 
according to SEWELL’s patent, the surface propor- 
tioned in accordance with the views of the Bureau. 

During the trial the highest vacuum attained was 
twenty-four inches of mercury, and the average only 
nineteen inches. One of the chief points made 
against the Chattanooga, the readers of the JOURNAL 
will remember, was that the vacuum did not average 
** twenty-six and a half inches of mercury.” 

Although we never expected that the Franklin’s 
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engines would be able to run at the necessary speed 
‘without great difficulty from heated bearings, yet we 
must confess that we were very much disappointed to 
learn that the heating was so serious at a number of 
revolutions which would scarcely stem the tide in the 
East River. 
The Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, in 
his report to the Secretary of the Navy, promised but 
ten knots as the maximum speed for this splendidly 
modelled vessel ; but we fear that even.this low speed 
will not be attained, unless radical alterations are 
made in the steam machinery. 

The weight and space occupied by this machinery is 
sufficient, according to the every-day and ordinary 
practice of Penn, MAUDSLAY and many other engi- 
neers, to develop some three thousand five hundred or 
four thousand indicated horse-power, which is suffi- 
cient to propel the Franklin about twelve knots. 

The British frigate Mersey—to select an every-day 
example—is driven by a pair of ‘‘ back-action’’ en- 
gines, with cylinders ninety-two inches in diameter by 
forty-eight inches length of stroke—some fifty per 


machinery weighs about the same and occupies no 
more space in the ship. The engines of the Mersey 
have developed four thousand horse-power. If the 
Mersey’s or any other steam machinery of similar con- 
struction was in the Franklin she would be a twelve- 
knot vessel. ° 

We must not omit to mention that after the 
seventy-two hours’ dock race, the superheaters, to 
which we have already alluded, were set on; the tem- 
perature of steam in the boilers was two hundred and 
seventy degrees, and after passing through the super- 
heater(?) two hundred and seventy-two degrees. 
When the fact is borne in mind that, although but a 
very moderate quantity of steam was generated and 
passed through these superheaters or foam arresters, 
the increase of temperature was but two degrees, 
a tolerably correct estimate may be formed with re- 
pect to the efficiency of this novel device. 

These superheaters, as the engineering readers of 
the JOURNAL aredoubtlessly aware, consist of separate 
tubular boilers, in which the water-level is intended 
to be carried but a short distance above the furnace, 
leaving the tubes exposed on one side to the boiler 
steam and on the other to the flame and gases from 
the furnace. As theory teaches and ample experience 
has proved, the water which primes over from the 
boilers (if it does not fill the superheater ‘‘ chock a 
*** block,’’) so sprinkles the tubes, with the assistance 
also of the water driven up by the superheating fur- 
naces, that no superheating worthy the name can take 
place in such an apparatus. The entire machinery of 
the Franklin was designed by the Steam Bureau and 
built ina handsome style by the Atlantic Works of 
East Boston.

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HOW THE PRUSSIAN ARMY IS OFFICERED. 


- Iw pursuance of our plan of showing the manner in 
which European armies are officered, we give this week the 
plan followed by the Prussian Government : 


Political writers have very generally attributed the great 
collupse of the Prussian army in 1806 to the officers having 
been universally aristocrats to the exclusion of “ the vir- 
tuous middle and lower classes ;” for political purposes this 
may serve well enough, but it is simply untrue. At Jena 
the first captain of the age opposed to the Prussian army a 
totally new system of warfare which he himself had per fect- 
ed; they had substituted “le caporalisme de Potsdam” for 
the grand and simple principles of him who died “tired of 
reigning over slaves.” The result could hardly have been 
otherwise. In truth, the Prussian officers are second to 
none in Europe either in point of professional information 
or capacity, while they stand on a much higher footing 
than many others as has ni 
a doubt as to their perfect fidelity and distinguished gal- 
lantry. It cannot be denied, however, that there is a mon- 
strous deal of arrogance and overweening self-conceit 
among these gentlemen, which is certainly less to be attri- 
buted to the system of organization than to national pecu- 
liarities. Prussia can boast of victories over ail her neigh- 
bors, including three out of the five great Powers, obtained 
at a time when she was but a very small state; such tradi- 
tions have a natural tendency to t a certain amount of 
self-confidence which easily lapses into the faults we have 
noticed above ; but, after all, these are less offensive in men 
of education and real sterling qualities than they are with 
those who convert arrogance, pure and simple, into a cloak 
for their fathomless ignorance and miserable incapacity. 

There exists, however, in Prussia no limitation of mili- 
tary employment to persons of what is called noble birth. 
Legally it is open to all who fulfil certain conditions of 
service and pass certain examinations ; practically, however, 
there really does exist a right of selection which is vested 
to a certain extent in the corpeof officers itself, of which 
more anon ; the regulations at present existing date from 
1852, and are as follows: 

Any person desirous of becoming an officer must enter a 
regiment, battalion, or corps, either as a volunteer for one 
or three years, or have been regularly conscribed as a sol- 
dier. Any sub-officer or private who has completed his 
seventeenth year, not yet attained his twenty fourth birth- 
day, and served six months, has a right to demand an ex- 
amination for the rank of Porte-¢pée-Fahnrich ; this is the 
first step, and the individual who attains it performs most 
of the duties of an officer. Ifthe commandant of the regi- 
ment, etc., think fit, he may permit a young man to go up 
for examination immediately on entering the service ; but 
the certificate of having passed cannot be granted till the 
six months’ service oy So completed. 

This examination may be dispensed with altogether and 
the individual put on the list for promotion to the rank in 

uestion in two .cases; first, for distinguished conduct in 

field ; secondly, on the production of a certificate from 

a Prussian gyninasium of having passed the necessary ex- 

aminations to qualify for entrance at a Prussian university. 

We must here remark that the gymnasium answers nearly 
to our undergraduate course. 

The subjects of examination are: German language, 

mmar and composition in writing and orally; Latin 

» es from Livy, Sallust, Ceesar’s Comment- 
aries, Curtius, or Cicero, written from dictation, then trans- 
lated, grammar orally ; French language, passages from 
French authors written from dictation, translated into 
German, and vice versa, grammar orally; mathematics, 
written questions in common arithmetic, theory of equa- 
tions, progressions or logarithms, geometry, trigonometry, 
orally the same; geography, mathematical, physical, and 
political, both in writing and orally; history, in writing, 
one subject from ancient Rome or Greece, middle ages in 
Germany, modern, orally general history, drawing, plan, 
perspective, and from nature, executed in the room. 

Having passed this examination satisfactorily, the can- 
didate is placed on the list for promotion to the Porte-épée- 
Fihnrich, and nominated when a vacancy occurs, by royal 


patent or commission, the individual continuing his service | 


meanwhile in his regiment or corps. 

We must here mention that there exist certain military 
establishments for cadets, where sons of officers, etc., are 
educated, as in olden time at Great Marlow. A proportion 
of these youths enter the army with the honorary rank of 
Porte-épée-Fihnrich, which, after six months’ service, at- 
tested by their captains, etc., is converted into real rank as 
such by the issue of a patent. 

Here we have the first step or probationary period of the 
Prussian officer; it involves, as we see, two distinct quali- 
fications, the book learning that may be acquired by the 
aid of others, but which avails nothing unless evidence has 
been afforded of the physical and moral aptitude of the 
candidate during a previous period of actual military ser- 
viee; moreover, the very form of examination insures a 
more or less perfect uuderstanding of each subject, and puts 
the mere gabble of repetition out of the question ; the whole 
thing, too, has reference to his military career. 

The Porte-épée-Fahnrich is permitted to proceed to his 
officer's examination after nine-months’ further service, 
but he must be under twenty-six years of age. Landwehr 
officers whose eventual transfer to the line has been sanc- 
tioned by the King, are permitted to proceed to the line 
officers’ examination immediately after they have passed 
the Porte-épée-Fiihnrich one; and yo men who have 
either entirely or nearly completed their University course, 
and having been ¢o ipso, without further examination, 
named Porte-épée-Fiihnrich, may also at once proceed to 
the officers’ examination. 

This takes place at Berlin, and all the Fahnrichs are 
summoned to ap and be examined according to their 
seniority; the “honor men” are put on the list for extra 

, the “ pass men” for promotion by seniority, 
according as vacancies may occur. . Young men who come 
ut of the cadet institutes with officers’ patents have their 
rank adjusted according to the seniority of the Porte-épée- 
Fihnrichs of the regiment, so that the latter are not placed 
ata disadvantage.» It seems, however, that the present

Having satisfied all the above requirements, the candi- 
date is put on the list for promotion, as explained above, 
and geta the vacancy that falls to his lot in his own regi- 
ment, provided meanwhile he has not forfeited his claim 
by bad conduct, and that the corps of officers who are con- 
sulted by the colonel for that purpose do not make any objec- 
tion to him, An individual thus objected to is provided for 
in some other corps. 

The Prussian system has been extolled beyond measure 
by some persons, and copied more or less servilely; while 
others have been equally unmeasured in their condemna- 
tion of it. Let us take our best achromatic spectacles, and 
see what the real state of things is. To begin, we inquire 
whether it be absolutely necessary to infuse all this amount 
of knowledge into the mind of the line officers ; no doubt 
it is all televant matter, and may some day turn to 
account, but is it absolutely necessary? We should say 
not. Other officers manage to do very well with less. Take 
the French, for instance, who are anything but well up in 
history or geography, not to mention other particulars. 

But it affords presumption of careful training as a boy 
when the youth is enabled to master this theoretical knowl- 
edge, and his giving evidence of being able to digest it 
proves, moreover, that he must possess a fair average 
amount of ability ; the army will, therefore, be pretty sure 
of getting good officers so long as a probationary period of 
training service is coupled with the examination system ; 
otherwise not. We may readily admit that both the sys- 
tem and the absolute amount of information required may 
be perfectly suitable in Prussia, although wholly inappli- 
cable elsewhere. And why? Because there is no country 
in the world in which learning is more at home than in 
Prussia, none in which the higher and middle classes pos- 
sess so large an amount of positive knowledge, especially 
in general science, and because all the civil employments 
require preliminary examinations. Now, if the military 
examinations were not so highly pitched, the army would 
only get the refuse of the civil services, and be compelled to 
select its officers from a class that would be undesirable, 
whereas it can now command its fair share of the cream of 
those upper and middle classes, who always have produced 
the best officers in every country, and are moreover desir- 
able, because the profession is a badly remynerated one. The 
real value of the Prussian system is, that it brings inte the 
Prussian army precisely the most desirable class of officers, 
these being moreover professionally well educated ; but it is 
only suitable for Prussia: it would have precisely the con- 
trary effect in other countries, and would tend to exclude 
the best materials. But, like everything else human, the 
Prussian system has its defects and shortcomings ; the Gov- 
ernment could scarcely manage to get the class of officers 
it wishes to have otherwise than by exacting from them 
evidence of superior knowledge. This was all right so long 
as the old system of government existed, but since the in- 
troduction of constitutional forms, it is beginning to be all 
wrong, which explains why cadets educated specially ad hoc 
are now being preferred to pure regimental candidates. 








THE CONGREVE ROCKET SYSTEM. 


WE give below some additional extracts from a work 
on this subject, to which we have already alluded. The 
present article has a special reference to the use of these 
rockets by cavalry. 


The next,use of the rocket which I shall consider is its 
application to cavalry ; and here it will be found to pos- 
sess some advan which do not obtain when used by 
infantry, inasmuch as with cavalry, the new weapon com- 
bines more completely with the old. Thus, cavalry armed 
with rockets are absolutely capable of all their other duties 
as cavalry ; the power of horse artillery being absolutely 
superadded without any dedu-tion of other means. In this 
distribution of the weapon each trooper carries six 6-pounder 
rockets in holsters, and every third man a light tube, with 
legs, for discharging the rockets in particular situations, 
where the ground, from being rocky or broken, may not 
be fit for the “ground volley.” The manceuvre is very 
similar to that practised by infantry. The number of men 
ordered to fire dismount and advance, and, where the 
ground is suitable, merely lay the rockets: on the surface. 
Thus a cavalry regiment of 1,000 men would carry 6,000 
rounds of 6-pounder ammunition anda battery of 330 
rocket tubes, or bouches-a-feu (the weight of one of these 
tubes for discharging a 6-pounder is less than that of a 
musket), and would, nevertheless, be as capable of the 
power of charging in a body, or of pursuing an enemy, as 
at present. 

Where a tube is used it is quite immaterial what may 
be the nature of the ground fired over, whether ploughed 
or rocky, or across a ravine or river. The rocket from this 
tube ranges clear of the surface, to distances regulated, as 
in artillery, by the elevation ; nor have I any hesitation 
in saying that, taking a series of rounds of field artillery 
and rockets fired in action, an equal, if not a greater, num. 
ber of rockets would take effect ; because the rocket tube 
once properly laid requires no fresh aim, there being no 
recoil or reaction in firing a rocket, while the gun must 
be pointed after every round, an operation often quite im- 
practicable in the smoke and confusion of battle, and, 
when it can be done, always attended with considerable 
delay. Ata review, indeed, artillery appears capable of 
very rapid firing ; but if it were frequently to be so prac- 
tised in battle, very few rounds would take effect. The 
operation of loading a rocket tube is certainly more simple 
than that of loading a gun; the rocket might, therefore, 
eens se | be fired as quick as, if not quicker than, 
the gun, merely by regulating the supply of ammunition

Now, merely to move a battery of 330 6-pounder guy 
would require 1,320 horses ; but as to using them for 
concentrated operation, such as that of which the battery 
of a cavalry regiment armed with rockets would be capal 
it is utterly impossible. Three hundred pieces of arti 
drawn up inline would occupy nearly three miles;

most difficult matter to bring even fifty or sixty pieces of gp. 
tillery to bear upon any point, and can only be effected by, 
slow and preconcerted operation ; but as to any rapid o@ 
concentrated movement of artillery with a regiment of gy. 
alry, such is the space required for such movements th 
more than six pieces of ordnance could not be s0 com. 
bined. Yet sucha regiment, armed with rockets, has the 
power of bringing into action this battery of 330 6-pound. 
ers, with the greatest ease and facility, in the conegp- 
trated space which it occupies when halted, and ip gl 
situations, let the ground be what it may ; while in mog 
places, when cavalry can act, this battery may be increased 
to 500 to 1,000 rounds in a volley. Such discharges ar 
evidently not required to be continuous, although several 
of them might be so repeated if necessary. Surely, there 
fore, itis not too much to say that one ur two regiments 
having this power might decide the fate of any battle! 
No steps, however, have as yet been taken toward the 
establishment of either of these modes of using the rocket, 
through its most simplé as well as most efficient appli- 
cation. 


THE CHASSEPOT MUSKET. 

Tue following account of this weapon is from a paper 
on breech-loaders, published by M. Xavier Raymond, ing 
late number of the Revue des Deux Mondes : 

As regards the rapidity of fire, which appears now. 
days to be the principal desideratum, a man with a lot of 
loose cartridges beside him can fire the Chassepot musket 
twelve times in one minute ; but that iate the most skil- 
ful and robust soldier cannot keep up beyond about thirty 
rounds ; past that, the fire perceptibly slackens. The same 
thing occurs with the Prussian needle-gun after the 
twenty-fifth round. The cause is purely physical—i 4, 
the fatigue of the man, whose left arm has often to sup. 
port unaided the whole weight of the weapon. If, instead 
of having loose cartridges by the soldier's side, he has to 
take them out of his pouch, the rate of firing declines to 
six rounds per minute; but it averages seven or eight 
rounds per minute if the man is allowed to take his cart 
ridges from the 1ight-hand pocket of his trowsers 

The accuracy of the weapon has been ascertained by 
making the men fire at targets 2 metres high by 2 in 
breadth at a range of 500 metres, using a rest for the rifle. 
At that range a great many men, firing 100 rounds, 
lodged 100 bullets in the target. The point-blank range 
of the Chassepot musket is fixed at 500 metres; the er 
treme range exceeds 1,000 metres, and the weapon requires 
no cleaning before 250 rounds have been fired ; 1,000 ani 
1,200 shots have been fired with the same musket without 
its sustaining any damage. ‘The Chassepot musket may, 
therefore, sustain very advantageously a competition with 
the needle-gun. Its superiority arises chiefly from the 
more perfect closing of the breech, which is complete, while 
it is very defective in the sundnide'gewehr. All the gase 
developed by the ignition of the charges are utilizedt 
propel the bullet, which adds to its range and penetrating 
power, while the perfect combustion of the powder nati 
rally obviates the necessity of frequent cleaning, which 
the Prussian weapon cannot do without. 


KRUPP’S STEEL WORKS. 

A PARAGRAPH is going the rounds of the papers locating 
Mr. Krupp’s steel works, which are situated at Essen, m 
Rhenish Prussia, in Essex, England. Frederick Krupp, 
the proprietor of the works above alluded to, is the large# 
manufacturer of cast steel in‘the world. Some idea of the 
size and capacity of these works may be formed from th 
following data: There were employed in 1865 400 furnace 
for melting, heating and puddling; 160 steam engined 
5,863 horse-power ; 42 steam hammers, from 50 tons dows; 
110 forge chimneys; 586 machine tools, lathes, planer, 
etc. ; 8,187 workmen (also about 2,000 ‘at the mines(. Ove 
1,000 tons of coal are consumed per day, 200,000 cubie feet 
of water, and{280,000 cubic feet of gas (3,000 burners). ‘The 
plant of the works covers 450 acres, of which over 50 a 
under roof. There are within the works 12 miles of mi 
way track, upon which 4 locomotives and over 100 ci 
are employed in the conveyance of material. The dime 
sions of the centre shop are 250 by 72 feet, and 90 feet high. 
This shop is furnished with a crane capable of lifting 
tons. The large finishing shop represents, with its 
tents, $700,000 (gold). There is in course of erecti® 
a 125-ton steam hammer; depth of foundation, 90 fi 
weight of bed plate, 500 tons in the casting; estimated 
with appurtenances, $875,000 (gold).

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MILITIA ITEMS. 


Tumreentn Reoiment.—This regiment gave a grand promenade 
concert and military /fele at the Brooklyn Academy of Music on 
Tuesday evening, October 30th. The building on this occasion was 
well filled by a large and fashionable audience, of which the lady 
friends of the regiment formed a large part. The entertainment 
commenced by a promenade concert by Grafuila’s full military and 
_ orchestral band, which performed some seven selections. Grafulla’s 
name is a guarantee for the music, which was superior. The 
second part of the entertainment consisted of an exhibition of the 
ceremony of guard mounting, as performed daily in the field, the 
detail for the purpose consisting of four commissioned officers, nine- 
teen non-commissioned officers, and fifty privates. Brevet Captain 
Palmer, regimental Adjutant, had charge of the guard mounting. 
The ceremony was very creditably performed, although the Sergeants 
marched out their details before the sounding of the second call. The 
position of the Sergeant-Major on the right of the guard all the time 
it was forming was rather unusual, as was also the method in which 
the First Sergeants reported.to him ; still, it was very well done. 
‘The Sergeant-Major should be in front of the centre of the guard 
when he reports it to the Adjutant as formed. Lieutenant Dean 
acted as officer of the guard, and gave his men a close inspection. 
The ranks should have been closed before the Adjutant reported the 
guard as formed. in wheeling bf} platoons, we think it would have 
been better had the platoons been halted before continuing the 
march ; this would have obviated the trouble with the band. The 
sergeant of thé guard should have commanded the second platoon. 
Sentinels should remember that they should bring their pieces to 
arms port when receiving orders from the officer of the day. Captain 
Cuff was the new, and Lieutenant Beadle the old officer of the day. 
As we have said, the guard was mounted in very creditable style 
despite these few blemishes. The third portion of the entertainment, 
which commenced at 10 o’clock, consisted of dancing, which was kept 
up until alate hour. The whole affair was very well managed, and 
was a complete success. 

Tue Formation or a COupany.—We have received a letter from 
a correspondent requesting our opinion as to the manner in which a 
company should be according to Casey’s tactics. The com- 
pany should be by the first sergeant, and the following extrac, 
from a letter of General Casey shows the manner in which he intends 
it should be done. As a matter of course, General Casey’s opinion 
is ours. The General says: “It was never intended that a com- 
pany should be formed in one rank previous to being formed in two. 
The words ‘ without preliminary formation,’ were especially intended 
to make the matter plain. It is expected that the men will fall in, 
faced to the front, in two ranks, as indicated by Paragraph 4, School 
of the Company. A new company when first falling in, will not 





always get their exact position as regards height. That being cor- 
rected, however, for a few times, they will know their places. The 
great advantage of this method over Scott’s is the promptness of 
formation. The method of forming a company in one rank and back 
again to two as shown in Paragraph 368, et seq., School of the Bat- 
talion, has nothing to do with the original formation but is given a, 
a tactical movement which may be at times useful.” We think the 
above extract is clear and ers the questions propounded by our 
correspondent. ‘

Eicuta Reorment.—This regiment paraded for inspection at 
Tompkins Square parade ground on Monday afternoon, the 29th ult. 
Lie. tenant-Colonel- Wentworth was in command, and Major J. G. 
Herriott was inspecting officer. The men appeared in their new gray 
uniforms, and made a very handsome appearance. The present uni- 
form very much resembles that formerly worn by the Eighth, viz., 
gray cap, fatigue jacket and pants. The belts, however, are white 
there being one cross belt, which gives the men a one sided appearance’ 
Cross belts are an addition to the uniform ; but if they are worn, we 
think two look much more symmetrical than one. The regiment parad- 
ed with full ranks, as will be seen by the inspection return. The day 
was a very windy one, and the clouds of dust which were blown about 
were almost blinding. Some provision should be made to give the 
parade ground a slight sprinkling when the dust is likely to annoy 
the men. The review given to Major Herriott was very credi‘ably 
performed, although there was a little too much crowding of the 
guides which caused the line to swerve somewhat. When the 
line was reformed and dressed on the centre, we noticed that the 
Captains of the right wing did not go to the left of their companies- 
In passing in review the troop did not have their sabres drawn, as 
they should have. The Eighth is a first-class regiment, and we think 
it would be much better if the‘troop was made an infantry company, 
or else detached and a new company organized to fill its place. Good 
infantry regiments are scarce, and we want to seefall that are good, 
ten full companies strong; although the troop of the Eighth isa 
good one, we think they appear out of place when with an infantry

ABSENTEES FROM InsPEcTION.—We make the following extracts 
from a letter of a correspondent in the Ninth regiment : 


Out of thirty-five officers belonging to our regiment, but two were 
absent; only ninety-seven absentees from the whole number, or 
about one-sixth of its strength as absent. The large number of ab- 
sentees in Companies C and I wason account of their not having uni- 
forms. Has any regiment in the First division done better, or will any ? 
I am opposed to counting absentees on inspections. It is the custom 
in too many of our regiments to report a large number of absentees, 
in order to swell their sum total, but tney are generally men who are 
out of their time or those who cannot be held for military duty or 
fined for being absent. Do you believe that $2,400 wall be collected 
by one regiment for fines for inspection parade? I do not believe 
more than ten per cent. of it will be collected. Take, for mmstance, 
nine regiments that have been inspected, and we find 1,952.absent. 
If these were fined, it would amount to over $11,700, or $1,300 per 
regiment. Allowing fifty per cent to be excusable (which is yery lib- 
eral), how many of them will collect $650? ° 

There is a “‘ nigger in the fence” somewhere. I would like to see 
our Brigade- Majors make proper reports to the Inspector-General on 
the condition, numbers, etc , of the different regiments in their 
respective brigades, ix order that deserving regiments should receive 
more aid from our Smte, and let skeleton and political organizations 
be lidated or dis banded at once. 

I presume that upon our last parade and review many mistakes 
were made, but as most of our officers are young in the service you 
must deal gently with them for a while. Colonel Wilcox knows we 
need instructian, and he intends to give it to us this Winter, so if his 
officers are not up in military tactics it will not be his fault; and you 
can give them as hard rubs as you like, it will cause them to be more 
studious and attentive. We want no drones in our hive ; those that 
wont make honey must leave. 





Fa. Insrections.—It is to be hoped that the, inspections which 
have been progressing during the month will result in something 
more than a mere return of the men of each regiment, present and 
absent from the muster ; and yet hitherto such has been their result. 
As inspecting officers receive a per diem for the work they do, 
they should be held responsible for the manner in which it is per- 
formed. Any inspector who does not recommend the immediate con- 
solidation or disbandment of such weakly regiments as the Ninety- 
fifth, Seventy-seventh and Ninety-ninth, has a very poor idea of his 
duties or must see in them signs of life which nobody else does. 

There are already more regiments than there should be in the First 
division, and as even some of the better ones cannot come up to the 
minimum standard required by law, consolidation has become a mat- 
ter of necessity. Paragraph 30 of the Code provides that each regi- 
ment shall consist of not less than eight battalion companies of sixty- 
four non-commissioned officers and privates. It is also enacted that 
whenever any company shall fall below the number of sixty-four 
non-commissioned officers and privates, such company may be con- 
solidated or disbanded ;-and whenever any regimental organization 
shall fall below the number of eight battalion companies, or an 
aggregate force of 512 non-commissioned officers and privates, such 
regiment shall thereupon be designated as a battalion, but shall retain 
its regimental number unless such battalion shall be consolidated or 
disbanded. Such, then, ate the provisions of the law, and yet it is to 
all intents a dead letter. 

Major Taylor, of dhe Fourth brigade, under date of November 20, 





1865, recommended the Consolidation of the Ninety-fifth with th 
Sixty-ninth, and we hope to see his recommendation acted upon, a 
it would doubtless be beneficial to both regiments. As we cannot 
find that Major Van Nest, of the First brigade, has said anything q@ 
the subject, we beg leave to suggest that it is high time that th 
Seventy-third, Seventy-seventh, Ninety-ffth and Ninety-ninth reg. 
ments should be either consolidated or disbanded, as they are actually 
only entitled to the denomination of battalions, and all together 
would not make more than one healthy regiment. We hope Colond 
Ward will give this matter his early attention, as it will place'th 
First brigade on a more healthy basis, and will doubtless improve his 
chances of election to the position of Brigadier-General.

Still, if less attention was given to 
display and more attention to the drill it could not fail to greatly 
benefit this arm of the service. The Lancers are held in high estima- 
tion by Bostonians, having a number of times proved themselves men 
of nerve and true grit. During the draft riots in 1:63 the First bat- 
talion cavalry, then composed of only Companies A and B, charged 
on the rioters in Dock Square with the sabre, and used the weapon. 
They cut right and left, and slowly but surely drove the mob out of th, 
square, when the artillery was posted to command all the avenues 
leading to it. There must have been quite a number of the mob that 
felt the sabre blows, but owing to the darkness and the confusion 
existing at the time the true number was never ascertained. For 
this service rendered by the battalion, the City of Boston presented 
each man with «substantial military o¥ercoat. The corps looked 
well, and rode well. The horses looked well, also. They wore the 
company uniform, blue pants with yellow stripe, red coats, and 
lancer hat. 


First Reoment Inrpantry.—This regiment had a field day on 
Wednesday, 24th October. Colonel Geo. H. Johnson was in command.

2. Neither the Judge-Advocate or the Court had any right or au- 
thority to urge the two sets of charges and specifications, or arrange 
them in consecutive numerical order, as only one set of charges and 
specifications, for the convenience of the Court, or otherwise. The 
accused was entitled to a separate trial on each set of charges and 

ifications served against him, with which he had been served and 
on which his trial had been ordered, and to have a record of the pro- 
ceedings, findings and sentence made up formally in each case. 

3. The Court has recorded its findings against the accused on 
charges, by designated numerical numbers, that were not 
against him. 

It was competent for the Judge-Advocate, before arraigning the 
accused, to make the charges and specifications technically correct, if 
in point of form they were not so. But he was not authorized to 
ceed to a trial of the accused on his arraignment of the two sets of 
charges into what would appear to be only one. Nor was the 
Court authorized to base its findings on this arrangement of them. 

Fe points made on the appeal are not necessary to be con- 
sidered. 5

The California wheat harvest, of which little 
note has been publicly made in connection 
with the present crop, is excessive. In 1860 
the product of that young State was nearly 
6,000,000 bushels. Now it 1s seriously claimed 
by leading Californian agriculturists that 
the surplus for export will nearly double 
that quantity. It is evident the entire wheat 
crop will exceed by several millions that of 
1859, when thoyield wasreported at 173,104,924 
bushels. Then there were five and a half 
bushels to each individual. In 1866 the es- 
timates point to five bushels to each inhabitant. 
There is no ground, then, for apprehensions 
of a scarcity, and little excuse in the amount 
of the crop for the starvation prices. 

The yield of oats is extraordinary, and the 
quality excellent. The indications point to 
an increase, of from 171,497,072 bushels in 
1859 to 271,912,695 in 1866. It is the only 
crop in the South that maintains an equality 
with its last census exhibit. 

Hay is less in quantity than in the previous 
year by from one to two-tenths, but is better 
in quality. , 

An analysis of Southern returns up to Octo- 
ber Ist does not Warrant a reduction of the 
cotton estimate much, 1,750,000 bales, though 
it is woo early for a final estimate. The ssver- 
ity of the damage from insects is reported in- 
creasing.
